F. E. Woolley (Kent) heads the 
complete Test averages (in. batting) 
this season, with 126.

Sutcliffe comes next with an 
average of 64 runs per innings, for 
GQ innings. He took part in all five 
Tests. 

Third is Maurice Tate of Sussex, 
with an average 60 for three 
matches. , 

H. W. Taylor, of Transvaal, the 
only member of the touting aide to 
have been twice to England officially | 
before (he was captain in 1924) 
tops the South African averages in 
the Tests with 55. He was in the 
First, Fourth, and Fifth Tests. 

H. Larwood (Notts), the fast 
bowler, took & wickets for 186 runs

BURMA TRADE ~ 


’ EFFECTS OF THE RECENT 
- DEPRESSION . * 


AVENUES OF ECONOMY 
—_ 
; + Rangoon, July 24. 

One ‘effect of the severe trade de- 
pression being experienced by Burma, 
and in -particular by _ Rangoon, at 
present, is that great and unwonted 
efforts are _ being made +o explore. 
every avenue for the curtailment of 
expenses. In spite of the fact that 
staffs are being reduced’,and emolu- 
ments -in some cases decreased there 
still seems to be a number. of people 
eoming to Rangoon under 
pression that it is a likely place to 
carve out a career. At present, at 
any rate, nothing could be more re- 
mote from the truth. It was,. how- 
ever, a more intriguing line . of 
economy that prompted this aside. 

Hard times and the difficulty all 
but the very rich firms are experl- 
encing in’ keeping their plant up to 
date have resulted in an examination 
of the relative systems of municipal 
assessments. for taxation in Rarigoon 
and the other leading cities of the 
Indian Empire. This hes revealed 
the fact that - of Caleutta, Bombay, 
Madras,,Karachi and Rangoon only 
the fast assesses machinery for taxa- 
tion, with the -land and  building- 
Moreover it is ‘alieged that the Ran- 
goon Corporation is _ gradually ex- 
tending its definition. se that all 
business equipment, even to counters 
in shops and séats in cinemas, is in- 
cluded in the assessment, 

A certain. amount of private can- 
vassing among the business cosmo- 
politans of .Burma’s eapital city has 
brought. about the most unanimous 
action ever effected here. The vari- 
ous chambers of commerce usuaily 
find their interests conflicting but in 
the present matter those lending their 
signatures to ‘a protest against the 
Corporation’s assessment of machin- 
ery include the Burma Chamber of 
Commerce, membership of -which is 
confined to the. European _ business 
houses, the “Burmese Chamber, the 
Burma Indian Chamber. and the 
Burma Landlords’ Association.  Be- 
sides the assessment of machinery 
these bodies are asking that an as- 
sessment allowance shall be made for 
depreciation of buildings, . which. is 
not done at present; but the machin- 
ery question in the main one. The 
local press suggests the formation 
under official auspices of a ecommti- 
tee of business men to go into’ the 
matter of alternative taxation to re- 
place the revenue which would be 
Jost by a withdrawal of the assess- 
ment of machinery. 

Riee Losses of £7,000,000 

Talking of depression. a rice ex- 
pert has stated in the Press that he 
estimates, Burma’s rice losses with- 
in the last eighteen months ‘at some- 
thing like seven million sterling. He 
added: “Every business has been ad- 
versely affected—execpt, for some 
reason, the motor-car business; and 
that apparently flourishes in spite of 
all.” It is difficult to see what is 
going to be done about the rice 
trouble. It seems that both thé 
price and the quality are wrong. 
The rice committee is shortly start- 
ing work but many rice experts are 
pessimistic. They point out that the 
Burmese cultivators are not prepar- 
ed to sell cheap enough to compete 
in the foreign markets and that as 
regards quality, althoug, the Govern- 
ment are distributing high-class seed- 
grain free in order. to improye the 
strain, the Burmese cultivator either 
sells it right away, or sells the first 
crops from it, thus wasting. the grain 
and the chance of effecting a wide 
improvement, E 

: Rough Weather . 

There has been very rough weather 
here during the last week—wind and 
rain—and ‘the total. rainfall, which 
was rather on the short side in spite 
of.the fioods in Arakan, must have 
been picking up.

GLASS MAKING 


COMPLETELY REVOLUTIONISED 
_ NOWADAYS 


It is not an exaggeration to say]. 


that the glass industry has been com- 


pletely revolutionised during quite re-|: 


cent times, and that the various 
machines. which have been developed 
for the mechanical forming of glass 
have brought the industry very de- 
finitely into ‘the engineering sphere. 
The remarkable outputs obtainable 
from these modern machines have re- 
sulted im) concentration: of production 
to a degree which would have been 
impossible in- the. old days. when 
glass was exclusively fashioned and 
worked by manual labour. . One of 
the more striking features of a 
modern glass works is the small 
amount of operating labour which 
can be seen, semi or fully-sutomatic 
machines having been developed to a 
high degree of ‘efficiency. 
Glass-forming machines .can_ be 
divided into. two broad divisions: 
those for. hollow-ware and those for 
sheet and: plate glass, respectively. 
The machines for working up hollow- 
ware comprise presses for articles 
such- as. tumblers, nappies, jellies, 
&e., bottle machines for wide-mouth 
and semi-wide mouth containers 


narrow-mouth bottle, and, finally, the 
machine which has been evolved 'for 
working up very thin-walled hollow- 
ware, such as electric lamp bulbs and 
ia recent development) tumblers. 
Included ‘with hollow-ware machines, 
although really in a class by ‘itself, 
may be grouped the Danner tube- 
drawing machine. Glass tubing in 
any length and size may be drawn 
on this machine, and also glass rod 
and cane. The second broad class of 
glass-forming machinery comprises 
the drawing machines — for ordinary 
window glass and the casting and 
rolling machines for plate glass, as 
welkas the new drawing machines for 
the continuous plate-glass process.— 
Engineering.

To all thinking persons in China, 
whether they be foreigners familiar 
with. the conditions abroad, Chinese 
who ‘have travélled in other lands, 
or intelléctual natiyes who° have 
remained in this country but. are 
desirous of forwarding China’s 
welfare, it has long been apparent

While, water carriage may, be the 
cheapest means availablesfor the 
transportation of sewage, ‘and 
while it has the advantages of con- 
venience and freedom from objec- 
tionable odours, it is certainly not 
‘the best system for adoption in 
China.

What Texas Does 

For instance, the entire sewer 
system of the city of San Antonio, 
Texas, is discharged into a shallow 
depression, creating an artificial. 
pond, knownias Mitchell's Lake. 
The sewage is drawn ~ from this 
lake, under contract, by private in- 
dividuals, who sell it for the com- 
bined purposes of Irrigation. and 
fertilization. The system has two 
serious disadvantages—first, the 
stench from the lake is’ an 
abomination, and, -seeond, the pool 
forms an ideal breeding ground for 
the anopheles mosquito.

It has been demonstrated time 
after time throughout the world 
that improved methods of | liv- 
ing cannot be forced on a 
people who do not realise 
the benefits’ that might. be 
derived therefrom witness, for a’ 
general example, the case of. pro- 
hibition in the U.S.A. A minor 
specific example occurred -a few 
years ago in New York City, where 
a millionaire philanthropist, built a 
“Model Tenement.” The families 
that were moved into it from the 
slums found that. the beautiful 
white bathtubs with which their 
new quarters were furnished served 
excellently as containers of the 
family supply of coal. . 

Obvious Remedy 

The remedy which occurs to a 
foreign engineer, when he first ob-.- 
serves conditions in an un-sewered 
city of China, is that a sewer 
system should be constructed at 
once; and that this system should 
follow, in a genéral way, the 
systems now.in use in his own 
country. This would include the 
discharge of the raw sewage into 


the most convenient stream, if the | 


amount of water flowing therein be 
sufficient for safe dilution, or, if 
not, then the installation of septic 
tank, of Imhoff tank, or some other 
of the modern devices employed in 
the reduction of harmful bacilli, 
‘Even -the casual student of 
Chinese conditions will immediate- 
ly recognize two fatal defects in 
such a’ plan, namely, the universal 
lack of ah adequate public water 
supply,-and the compelling -neces- 
sity for conservation of all avail: 
able materials for restoring to the, 
soil those elements ef which it has 
been robbed during centuries _of 
cultivation, 
Cost—Not Prohibitive 

Excepting only in the arid and 
semi-arid regions, it is probable! 
that every town and city ‘in. China 
ean be furnished with a Public 
supply, of drinking water of in- 
finitely better quality than is now 
available, and at a cost that will: 
not be prohibitive. All the people 


.|of China. are: entitled: to. have as 


much good water. for drinking and 
bathing as they actually need; and 
it can generally “be obtained by 
means of artesian or-driven wells. 
Frequently a-supply. of pure water 
canbe secured -at’a:. reasonable 
depth . below. the: surface-of thé 
ground—far enough, however, -to" 
ensure its being. free “from con: 
tamination. - This could be deliver- 
ed ‘either ‘to’ public hydrants - or to 
residéeneés—in' many. cases: to. both, 
a chargé being’ made for | special 
‘delivery, but. the supply: from the 
hydrants being free‘ for-everyboiy, 
subject ‘to™ ‘suitable regulations to 
‘prevent waste.” .In- communities of 
any size; the. cost ‘ofthese driven 
wells, ‘should be. borne by the. in 
habitants: thereof; . but, “in. vill: ;

He added * 
that if this had been the ‘intention. 
of the Government,: notice would 
have been given to the Cemetery 
authority long before now not. to 
bury any more persons in the sec- 
tion abutting the front walls of the:

An. Unusual Case 


“This is a rather unusual case. 
In the first place, plague occurs 
very rarely late in the year. 
Serondly, the infected “ person is 
an old lady. - Although any age 
can contract this disease, it at- 
tacks elderly people less than 
young persons. ‘Thirdly. the pre- 
mises are clean and: are not over- 
crowded.” 

The old Jady was bedridden and 
Hved on the, top floor of the pre- 
mises with her son, In the cir- 
cumstances, it was certainly very 
difficult to understand how she 
could have become infected. 

At the same time, it had to be 
borne in . mind that 
rice godowns in the vicinity and, 
naturally, there were also rats. 
An examination of the premises 
yevealed no signs of rats or fleas 
go, on the face of it, the case was 
certainly an unusual one. 

Putting all the inspectors who 
eould be spared on the job, the 
entire block was cleansed by order 
of the Sanitary authorities and a 
‘gone was drawn around several 
other blocks.
